Mr. and Mrs. Charles Kean (portraits and memoirs of whom Sppeat severally 
{n our this and next week's numbers), made their re-entry ou the London stage 
at this theatre on Thursday week. These distinguished artistes have been 
absent three years, and during*that time have made a highly successful pro- 
fessional tour of AuStralia and the United States. Their reception in London, 
under these circumstances, of course partook of the nature of a grand demon- 
airation, and a grand and most gratifying demonstration it was. The house 
was filled by adistinguished audience, and at least as many as gained admia- 
sion were turned from the doors for want of room. At the conolusion of the 
play (Henry VIIL.), after Mr. and Mrs. Kean had bowed their acknowledg- 
ments for the unanimous call they received, Mr. Kean spoke the following 
short but expressive speech :— 

‘‘Tadies and Gentlemen—I would fain say a few words, but that my strong 
emotion quite overpowersme. (Cheers.) Luring our three years’ absence we 
have travelled thousands of miles, and been exposed to many dangers; but in 
atorm or sunshine, in the hour of peril or in the day of success, one thought 
has always been present to my wife and myself, and that thought was home, 
home, the residence of the heart. (Great applause.) With the blessing of 

, Providence we are again in England, and on the very spot of my past and 

* well-loved labours, surrounded by kind and dear friends, whose affectionate 
greeting makes us indeed feel that we are once more at home. ” 

No better choice of a play for the re-appearance of the two dis- 
tinguished artistes could have been made than “Henry VIII.” For while 
Mr. Kean’s Cardinal Wolsey is decidedly one of his best parts, the play 
Stself, as one of Shakespeare's, is more worthy of being asaocia‘ed with his 

» culiar position on the English stage than is the play that yields him his 
bat part, “ Louis XI.” Again, the choice of the one play rather than the 
other upon this occasion is justifled by the fact that while in “Louis XI.” 
Mrs. Kean has next to no part at all, in ‘‘ Heury VIII.” she has a part worthy 
of her great powers, viz, that of Queen Katherine. Mr, Kean’s Cardinal 
Wolsey is so well known aud has been so often commented upon that little 
more need be said than that it is precisely whit it was three years ago— 
neither better nor worse. It was then, and fs now, as an exposition of the 
thousand and one arts of the practical elocutionist, perfect. It was then, and 
js now,—though in a less degree than are some other of his assumptions—as an 
histrionical effort of the highest class, unsatisfactory. Mr. Kean’s shortcomings, 

however, as an exponent of the grandest dramatic conceptions, are, it seems 

to us, neither montal nor mechanical, they are simply physical. Art, indeed, 
, aided by an intelligence bordering upon genius, anda quality of perseverance 
} that is a species of genius, has done so much for Mr, Kean, and so much by 
| way of counteracting nature's actor-marring handiwork in his own person, 

} that be will remain with Demosthenes an example of what art and perse- 

verance can do, In Mr. Kean’s impersonations we have poetic subtlety, 
grandeur, passion, pathos, theoretically perfect, but, practically each ana 
all of these qualities are deficient. Intellect is there, to grasp; art 
is there, to embellish; but nature will not lend her aid to embody. Mr. Kean 
acts as it were behind a mask. The mask is his singularly malefic physical 
constitution. Behind the mask the acting is superb: but the spectator must 
diye behind to get at it, The acting behind the mask is so superb that it to 
fome extent enables the tator to do this ; it enkindles a sympathy which to 
6 me extent rencers the efforts of the envious mask nugatory; and hence Mr. 
Kean’s success. For allthis, however—and at a time when the long services and 
many merits of a distinguished actor are eliciting pwans of praise that are apt to 
become indiscriminate, it should, in the interests of art, not be overlooked— 
a grand character played by Mr. Kean is in no small degree a character played 
behind a mask ; & poem recited by a bellman ; a morceau by Handel, played upon 
two sticks of firewood. Mr. Kean’s physical deficiencies are certainly great.

Fechter in the parts of the Brothers Dei Franchi—his original parts on the: 
first production of the piece in Paris—has been achieved. An unusually bril- 
Mant Whit-Monday audiencs has testified to the fact, and subsequent audiences 
have endorsed the testimony. Tt.eplay, though full of dramatic interest, and 
not wanting even ip a soupcon of poetic glamour, {s so essentially mechanical 
rather than delineative, and lends itself so readily to the arts of the scene- 
painter, the stage machinist, and the rest of those to whom is entrusted what 
may be called stage display, that its attraction is neither to be wondered at 
or deplored. It is as good a drama of its kind as we know of, and, as a rule, 
will, p:ayed wherever it may be, always repay the time devoted to it? evolve- 
ment. The version produced on Monday at this house, though ma- 
terjally the same as those hitherto given in England, differs very 
considerably from them in the arrangement of the action.. The ar- 
rangement, in fact, of the Lyceum version is that of the original 
French piece. Instead of our boing introduced at the opening of the drama 
to Fabian det Franchi and Corsica, we are introduced to Louis dei: Franchi and 
France, The scenes at the opora, aud the quarrel and duel between Louis and 
Chateau Renaud are all given previously to our being introduced to the home of 
the Corsican brothers, and to being put in possession, roast the explanation 
of Fabian, of the key to the mystery of their dual identity. Wethink the English 
version isin this particular preferable to the French one. ~The Corsican scene 
is jn many respects better adapted for opening the drama and leading up to the 
interest afterwards evolved than for forming the central portion ofthe play. In 
the latter position, besides suffering froma detraction of interest, consequent 
upon the preceding exciting scenes, the Corsican scene is to a certain extent an 
obstruction to the action, Another peculiarity of this version is in the manage- 
ment of the ghost business, Mr. Fechtor is bis own ghost. Instead of having 
a “double” to enact the ghost, he has a “double” to enact himself (as Louis or 
Fabian, as the case may be), and he himself is the ghost. When the ghost is 
about to appear, Mr. Fechter goes off ina very specious sort of way, and as if 
only for an instant, and is replaced by his ‘double,” he himself immediately 
appearing as the ghost with all the honours of the lime-light. As regards 
Arrangement also, we thiok that the practice hitherto adhered to j 
England ia preferable.

Mr. CoArLes KHAN.—Mr. Charles Kean, whose portrait embellishe§ 
6ur this week’s paper, ‘is the second and only surviving son of the 
great Edmund Kean. He was born in 1811 at Waterford, in Treland, 
where his father, then unknown to London fame, was at the time 
yerfcrming. The fortunes of the family at that time wereat. a: low 
tbb; but were destined to an-almost-immediate brightening. In 1814 
Edmund Kean obtained-an engagement in London, aud from that day 
Lia star rose rapidly. | Obarles Kean was educated, first ata prepar- 
atory cchool, and afterwards at Eton, whence he had to ba removed 
m consequence of a chango which came over his father’s fortunes. 
Having declined an East-India appointment, on account of the pre- 
carious state of health of his mother, who was at that time separated 
from his.father, he resolved to embrace the dramatic profession, He 
speedily. obtained anengagement under Mr. Price at Drury-lane, end 
mado Lis first appearance on October Ist, 1827, as Young Norval io 
« Douglas.” His first appearance, though not a prorounced failure— 
avd there were pronounced failures in those days—was certainly not a 
success; his performancs wasalmost unanimouslyfooudemned by the 
press. He played through the season in mény parts, as Selim, in * Bar- 
barossa,” Frederick, in “ Lover’s Vows,” and Lothaire, in Lewis's 
tragedy “Adelgitha,” but did not succeed in modifying the unfavour- 
able impré:sion made by his first appearance to any appreciable extent; 
he accordingly, somewhat disheartened, retired to the provinces. Next 
year, whilst’ performing in Glasgow, he was fortunate enough to 
hecome reconciled to that erratic father of his, who, consenting to play 
Brutus to his son’s Titus for the latter’s benstit, gave the youug trege- 

dian an undonbted lift, Having immediately after this made another 
“unsuccers{ul descent upon Drury-lane, he again wentinto the provinces 
and played in conjunction with his father in Dublin and Cork, appearing 
as Titus, Bassanio, Wellborp, Iago, Icilius, and Macduff. In the follow- 
ing October he again appeared in London, this time at the Haymarket. 
Here lie was engaged to play Romoo to Miss F, H. Kelly’s Juliet, and 
‘Six Edward Mortimer in ‘‘ The Iron Chest,” and for the first time his

* acting was received by the London press with a modicum of favour, | 
Soon after this Mr. Kean resolved upon trying his forttne in America. 
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Fle made his first appoarance in New. York in September 1830, in 
“ Richard I[I1,-and<was-extremely well-received, both in that and in 
the subsequent parts he .essayed, viz, Hamlet, Sir Edward Mortimer, 
and Sir Giles Overredch. Hoe returned to England at the age of! 
twenty-two, with something like an established reputation, and was 
immediately engaged by Laporte at Covent Garden, His reception, 
however, by the Londoners, was still cold, and the engagement, upon 
the whole, a failure. This engagement, however, is rendered memor- 
ab'e by the fact that it afforded. the only instance of the two Keans 
playing together in London, ‘Upon this one occasion the two played 
Othello and Iago respectively, and Miss Ellen Tree (afterwards Mre. 
Oharles Kean) played Desdemona. Mr. Kean next went to Hamburg, 
Miss Ellen Tree being of the company, and thence he proceeded again 
into the provinces. In Dublin be was again- received with much 
warmth, and was similarly successful in Edinburgh, Manchester, 
Kath, Bristol, and other large towns. Upon the whole, this pro- 
vincial tour, besides bringing him money. added to his reputation, 
and one of the results of. it was, in 1837, overtures by Macready 
to induce him to join the Covent Gar’en Company. This offer seems 
to have been dec'ined simply because a better one was mado 
at the same time by Mr, Bunn, of Drury-lane. The latter offer 
consisted of an engagement for twenty nights at a salary of fifty 
pounds per night, and it waa accepted. Mr, Kean’s appearance a8 
flaulet at Drury-lane on January 8ch, 1838, was his first great metro- 

itan success, “So great was his success that. his engagement was 
extended to forty n'ghts, and his society was courted by the great and 
distinguished of all professions. On the 30th of March he was enter- 
tained at a public dinner in Drury-lane Theatre, and was presented 
with a magnificent silver vase, valued at £200. During this, his first 


important London evgagement, he a eat in only three characters— |: 


Hawlet. Richard I1I., and Sir Giles verreacth. The Queen herself 
who was present on the first nigbt of Richard III., commanded the 
manager to express to Mr, Kean her approbation of the performance. 
In June of the following year, after appearing at the Haymarket with 
equal success, ho paid a second visit to America, And returning in 
1840 reappeared at the Haymarket, and then went again into the pro- 
visces. In January, 1842, whilst at Dublin, he married Miss Ellen 
Tree, and thus secured a professional coadjutor of the utmost value 
in hig subsequent career. In 1813 Mr. Kéan fulfilled another engage- 
ment with Mr. Bunn at Drury-lane, and then, accompanied by Mrs, 


Kean, went again to America. “This visit was marked by Mr. Kean’s 
first attempts at the ie revivals of Shakespere’s plays, which 
afterwards rendered his management at the Princess’s so memorable. 
‘*King John” and ‘Richard III.” were produced, on a scale ot 
unprecedented splendour. The success, however, does not seem to 
have been at all commensurate with the efforts put forth, and after a 
short stay Mr. and Mrs. Kean returned to Eugland, and again went 
the round of the provinces, interspersing those engagements with 
several at the Haymarket, In 1849 Mr, Kean had the honour of being 
appointed manager of the Court Thoatricals at Windsor Castle, and in 
1850 he became the manager of. the Princess’s Theatre. ‘Ilere he dis- 
tinguished himself, as Macready had before him, by the production of 
the plays of Shakespere on a scalo of completeness and splendour, as 
regards the scenery and appointments, scarcely before droamed of. 
Aud itis to these costly, and for the most part highly meritorious 
revivals, partly by reason of their owa intrinsic excellence, and partly 
from the fact of their proving such an incentive to a much needed 
reform in the mounting of stage:plays, that he will owe his most 
enduring fame. His brilliant but financially uasuccessfal management 
of the Princess’s came to a closs in 1860, since which time he, always 
accompanied by Mrs. Kean, has fulfilled several engagements in 
London, and others all over the kingdom, besides visiting Australia, 
and for the fourth time America. It is his re-appearance in London 
after his return from the last-mentioned country (duly chronicled in 
our theatrical. columns, where also will be found a short criticism of 
his acting) that affords this opportunity of reviewing his carcer—a 
career perhaps amongst living English actors the most.remarkablo, 
Lorp ‘Lyon, the winner of. tho Two Thousand and the Derby, 
of the present year, is by Stockwell out of Paradigm (by Touchstone 
out of Hoyden), by Paragone out of Ellon Horne, by: Redshank out 
of Delhi, by Plenipotentiary.

Tom Hosre’s. is a somewh tt different, though not 
less brilliant career. He is a man of only twenty-three years of.age, 
stands 5ft 64in, and weighs 9st 13lb. So-far back as 1861 he won the 
Coat and Ba-ige at the Thames National Reg itts, defeating Clasper, of 
Newcastle, Hs has since won many victories, defvating many redowned 
champions, and never having Jost a mateb hitherto, In 1863 and 1864 
he won the Championship of the Ouse at Kiag's Lyon, which he re- 
tained until last year, when he was defeated by. Kalley. Inthe Thamas 
National Regatta he has'not been very fortunate with thesenlle, baving 
been defeated by H. Kolley, of Putaoy, BR.

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Lord Stamford, Lord Spencer, Lord Faversham, Lord Ebury, .&c. 
General Count Fleury, Master of the Horse.to the. Emperor of the 
French, was-also present. | ‘The Hall was opened as early.as.9.o'clock, 
and the judgment of the relative merits of the horses commenced at 10. 
The chief’ judges, who ‘were helped. by professional: assist- 
ants, were ord Portsmouth, Lord Combermere, Sir © Watkin 
W.. Wynp, Sir George Wombwell, and’ Captain Percy Williams. 
Taking, into consideration how horses are employed. at this season of 
the year, it;is almost surprising to fini that in the sevonteen classes for 
which prizes were offered upwards of 300 animals were entered... In 
these classes were, of course, included every kind and description of 
horses—racers, hunters, hacks, roadstera, ladies’ horses, and ponies, 
The latter form, as usual, a very popular and very numerous class.

Again have two of the elite of the P.R. met to contend for the highest 
honour a pugilist can attain--the Champiou’s Belt—which in this instance is 
made doubly valuable by i%s historic associations. Tho same belt which was 
fought for yesterday was the gage of battle for which the immortal Tom 
Sayers fought four successful contests and one draw—tho last the battle 
which, from his indomitable pluck and endurance, in‘‘staying” against the 
colossal Americ.n, caused him to be represented in all foreign countries as 
the uy ofthe model Englishman. Since: the last fight for the samo belt 
(Maraden and Wormald, January 4, 1865), poor Tom Sayers has departed to 
**that bourne from whence no traveller (or pugilist) returns.” Mace and King 
also had two great battles for the same prize, in both of which tho “ glorious 
uncertainty” of a prize fight were demonstrated, and sketches of both in con- 
junction with Mace’s previous fight with his present antagonist we think will 
not be malapropos on the present occasion. Nothing can more fully prove 
the want of foundation to the statements of some of our contemporaries, that 
the P.R. is an institution ofthe past than the fact that more interest is 
evinced to know who is the winner of a great prize fight than is shown to the 
competitors of any other national pastime—of course excluding horse-racing. 
Since the making of the present match public opinion bas varied much as to 
the chance of either man, some vehemently upholding the Champion and 
others offering to back the Northampton representative at long shots. As 
both men have s0 often appeared in public, and their lives have been re- 
peatedly jn print, we sball content ourselves with giving a short account of 


the public 
PERFORMANCES OF THE MEN. —e 

James Mace is 35 yearg of age, stands 5ft Qin in height, and weighs abont 
114 stone, though six yoars ago he could fight at a stone lighter weight. His 
first public fight was with Slack, whom he disposed of in nine rounds and 
nineteen minutes for £5 aside, on Oct. 2, 1855. Elated with the success of their 
protegé his friends backed him against Thorpe, of the Borough, for £25 a 
side, and they met on Feb. 17, 1857, down the Medway. Thorpe, who was a 
fine strong young fellow, by trade a hammerer, and possessed of a knack of 
standing with his right Ieg first, was much fancied by his transpontine 
tackers, and at the ring side the odds of 2 and 8 to 1 went begging on bim. 
Greatly to the consternation of the London “‘ talent’ the countryman took a 
most decided lead, and, in fact, was never hit; a circumstance, coupled with 
hie after performances, which led many people to imagine that he was pos- 
aessed of the “ white feather,”—a most unenviable notoriety. Whether or not 
such was the case is a question we shall not attempt to set at rest, but must 
say that since the days of his misdeeds Jem has given ample proof of beiag 
possessed of as much game as is requisite for his vocation, To return to the 
subject, Thorpe was polished off in 18 rounds 27 minutes, and Mace fixed upon 
old Mike Madden as a trial horse, for £50 a side, but for circumstances best 
known to himself refused to fight under a referee named by tho stakeholder, 
and lost the money. In May of the following year (1858) Mace was to have 
met Mike and try conclusions in an off-hand affair, but, being taken witha 
sudden longing for home as he reached the station where the departure ‘was 
to take place, he suddenly bolted, and was heard of no more until he 
suddenly appeared a month or twolater, and made a match with Bob Brettle, 
then the recognised champion of the Middle Weights, for £100 a side, when 
Mace was knocked out of time after fighting 2 rounds in 3 minutes. Jem 
Mace was now in very bad odonr, and Norwich was, to usé.a_ conventional 
expression, ‘too hot to hold him.” His next essay was with Posh Price, of 
Birmingham, for £50 a side, whom he defeated in 17 minutes after fighting 11 
rounds, Mace showed such points in this fight that he was backed some few 
months afterwards to fight Bob Travers for £100 a side, and they met on Feb, 
21, 1360, but afver fighting G rounds in 21 minutes the police interfered, aud 
the matter was deferred until the following day, when, aficr fight ng 
67 rounds in 91 minutes, Travers fell without a blow, aud the referee 
awarded the stakea to Mace, who now had some difficulty in getting a match 
on; but a split occurring between him and his quoodam backer, Bob Brettle, 
he made a match for £200 a side, and after fighting 11 rounds in 19 minuteg 
(part on September 9, and part on September 10, 1860), Mace was declared the 
winner, and laid claim to the title of Champion of the Middle Weights, but 
af no one seemed anxious to disturb him in that capacity, he challenged the 
gigantic Sammy, of Staleybridge, then Champion of England, who treated the 
matter as one of the greatest ease, but was doomed to a speedy disappoint 
ment. They met on June 13, 1861, and Hurst received his quietus after fight- 
ing’6 rounds in 40 minutes. Hurst was terribly punished, whilst Mace was 
all but seatheless. Tom King next met our hero for £200 a side and the Bolt, 
with the particulars of which and their subsequont battle our readers are fully 
acquainted. After the second fight with Tom King Mace was for some 
little while without a match, but at last, eae by: the offer of £600 to £460, 
Goss made a match, and suffered defeat, a full account of that battle, the 
conversation consequent upon which has caused the present match to be 
made, will be found further on. Mace’s next appearance was to have been 
with Coburn, but that worthy finding a loophole to crawl out of took advant- 
age of it, and they drow their money, Coburn securing his £100 expenses. We 
must not omit to remark that it was through no fault of Jem’s that the fight 
with his American opponent did not take place. In addition to the foregoing, 
Mace received forfeit of £180 from Bill Ryall, and £120 forfeit from. Joe 
Wormald. He is now proprietor of the Strawberry Running Grounds, 
Liverpool, and teacher of sparring at the Liverpool Gymnasium. 

Joe Goss was born in 1838, and is three years younger than his present oppo- 
nent. He stands 5ft 9in in height, and weighs as near as possible 1list, so 
that a more equal match could not be desired. He commenced his milling 
career by defeating Jack Rooke for £25 a side, after fighting 64 rounds in 
100 ming, in the same ring as Bob Brettle and Tom Sayers fought. He next 
forfeited £25 to Price, of Bilston, having been apprehended and bound over 
to keep the peace, so that he was unable to goto scale. The principal backer 
of Goss commenced a most unjustifiable and ill-advised action against the 
stakeholder for the purpose of recovering the money forfeited, which resulted 
in their discomfiture, and Goss’s namo being taboord for some time from the 
columns of a contemporsry. He soon after beat Price, of Bilston, for £18 
(Goss staking £10 to £8), in 16 rounds 25 mins. Bodger was the next to 
succumb to the prowess of the ‘‘comiug man.” They met on July 17, 1860, 
and fought 120 rounds in 200 mins. Both were severely panished, aud at one 
time of the fight long odds were laid on the “Brom.” b Brettle sometime 
afterwards matched Bill Ryall to fight Goss, and after contending 37 rounds 
in 170 mins Goss was declared the winning man. Owing to Ryall having at 
one time taken a very commanding lead, they were again matched, aud met 
for a stake of £200 on February 11, 1862, when, after fighting 86 rounds in 
198 mins the referee decided a draw; neither man bein able to finish. Joe's 
next antagonist was old Posh Price, and they were to have fought on Oct. 7, 
1862, for £25 a side, but the match was postponed until Nov. 25 of the same

27 rounds in 80 voor Goss being declared the winner, Since then the gallant 
Joe has not appeared as principal in the ring, and has filled out wonderfully. 


Having given this brief outline of the men’s histories woe present our readers 
with an account of 
f THE PRESENT CHAMPION’S BELT. 

About the year 1855 a proposition was set on foot fur raising by subscrip- 
tion a sum of money to purchase a belt of greater intrinsic value than auy- 
thing of the kind pertiones produced. Lists were opened, and before long a 
sum of nearly £100 was collected. To Mr. Hancock, of New Bond-street, 
was entrusted the manufacture of the trophy, and from that gentleman's 
establishment was produced the elegant badge of the highest fistic honours 
which Tom Sayers has so well and so worthily held, On the belt being 
ordered, the committee who undertook its management issued the following 
as the conditions on which it should be held:—‘' That it should not be 
handed over to any person claiming the championship until he had proved his 
right to it by a fight; that any pugilist having held it agsinst all comers for 
three years without a defeat chould become its absolute possessor; that the 
holder should be bound to meet every challenger of every weight who should 
challenge him for the su of £200 a side within six months after the issue of 
such challenge within the three years—that ho should not be bound to fight 
for less than £200 a side—that at the final deposit for every match witbin the 
three years the belt should be delivered up tothe committee until after the 
battlewau4, Spally, that onthe belt being given to thewiuner of spy champion 


fight he should deposit such security as should be deemed necessary in the 
hands of the committee to ensure the above regulations being carried ont.” 
No sooner did it become known that the belt was ready for whosoever could 
win it than there was a general stirring up cf the decaying energies of the big 
men who had retired, or were thought to be about to retire, from the ring. 
Harry Broome shook himself together. 
his lair. Tom Paddock’s hair stood on end between hope and fear of disap- 
pointment ; while Aaron Jones—who about this time (1855) had fought the 
second of two tremendous battles with Paddock, and, though defeated, naa 
entirely removed any impressions as to his want of pluck, cause4 by his 
battles with Harry Orme—also pricked up his ears, and issued ~ gort of defi- 
antgrunt. The only man among the recent combatants (pr champion’s 
honours who made no sign was Harry Orm, who was oC atant to rest upon his 
well-earned reputation. At first it was thought era would not be found 
one man sufficiently venturesome to tackle the said Tipton but this was soon 
seen to be a fallacy, for not one only, but cach and every of the aspirants 
sent out a defiance to the hero of the bx qwarg districts. The first cartel that 
reached him was that of Speen J~a9%, and with him preliminaries were at 
ig tein aed th ete | of Broome and Paddock arriving afterwards, 
the Slasher informe qv en. that they must wait the issue of the struggle with 
Jones. Broome and ‘vaddock seemed both disinclined to wait for this event, 
and neither was uesirous of postponing his claims to those of his c-challeng-r, 
and ne n° _-aral consequence a good deal of badinage took place between them, 
ei eaded in their beivg matched for £200 a side, to ascertain which should 
*.@ the preference. While they wore in training Aaron Jones was compelled 
to forfeit to the Tipton Slasher through meeting with an accident during 
his training, so that there appeared a clear course for the winoer. The 
fight took place on the 19th of May, 1856, and was won by Tom Paddock 
with easa in 51 rounds and 63min, it being at once apparent that woe 
Harry Broome had all the will and the courage to do deeds of valour, the 
power had deserted him, and he had become prematurely old aud stale. Soon 
after To's defeat of Broome he obtained the acme of his desiros—viz., a 
match with his old opponent—the Slasher; but when £80 aside had been 
staked Master Tom allowed his temper to get the better of his judgment, and 
having offended his best friends had to forfeit, through a scarcity of ‘‘ ochre.” 
This was not only a disappointment to himself, but also to his Spygnent, who 
was thus fviled in his efforts to get hold of the belt, which could not be ob- 
tained without a mill, and which ho had made cock sure of winniog from Tom- 
Paddock. Just previous to this mishap Jones had recovered from his acci’ 
dent, and to the surprise of all had been matched with the ‘‘coming man,”’ 
Tom Sayers, so that even here_was the old-'un again done out of an opponent, 
and the belt still remained in Seana: In January, 1857, Tom Sayers and 
Jones met on the banks of the Medway, and fought sixty-two rounds in 
three hours, Sayers astonishing his own friends as well as his adversary by 
proving himself clearly the better man at all points. ‘The fight was intor- 
rupted by darkness, and was resumed a month afterwards, February 10, 
for £100 a side and a bet of £100, In this second tilt Tom more than ever 
delighted his- patrons by the skill and dexterity with which he planted 
on his man and kept himself clear of danger. His terrific hitting 
was extraordinary, aud although Jones struggled manfully in the face 
of imminent defeat, taking more than the lion’s share of ‘ whipping,” 
he was destined to overthrow, and at last, in the 85th round, at the expiration 
of two hours, received the coup de grace in the shape of a tremendous right- 
hander on the peeper, which sent him to grass all in a heap. Jones, on the 
other side of the Atlantic, has repeatedly declared that he was drugged previous 
to this fight ; but this statement has clearly been made by him in order to ag- 
grandise himself and conceal the fact that in Tom he had met his superior at all 
points. The cheers of the friends of Sayers after this fight were most vociferous, 
and in the heag of their excitement they declared he should fight the Slasher, and 
would win the belt. ‘These expressions were set down by those in calmer moods 
as merely the ravings of excited fancy ; but whatever might have been the 
case with his friends, Sayers himself was not one to boast of his prowess and 
then back out from his professions. He did not, it is true, make any fuss about 
his intentions or his powers, but quietly intimated that to fight the Slasher and 
win the wished-for belt had long teen the secret object of his ambition. He had 
a what st rae that he possessed that within him which would enable him to 
obtain the wished-for goal; and if his feelings were not backed up, as he felt 
confident they would be, by his physical powers, all he had to say was, that at 
any rate his defeat should not be coupled with disgrace. All at once applauded 
the little man’s pluck, but all were inclined to. blame his rashness and Pesan: 
tion. - Not the least astonished wag the Slasher himself, who could scarcely 
be brought to believe Tom was inearnest, Inded, we are credibly inform:d 
that he had to borrow an extra double pair o’ goggles with which to read 
Tom’s missive before he could believe it was true. On finding it was real 
downright earnest, he shook hitneelf together, and accepted the defiance with 
great alacrity, chuckling inwardly at the lucky chance which had thus brought 
the belt almost within his grasp in a much easier manner than he had dared 
to hope. - Small as Sayers was, however, Perry, with commendable prudence, 
did not hold him too cheap, und anxious to do allin his power to retain the 
confidence of his friends, he soon went into active training aud got himself as 
fit as one of his age, some thirty-eight years, could bo a iapens to be. His 
weight onthe day of battle, June 16, 1857, was considerably over 13st, while 
that of Sayors was under 11st, and the difference in height was fully 4in. How 
Tom Sayers in ten rounds, occupying 102min., defeated the ancient 
Tipton without a scratch, must be fresh ju the minds of iiost of our 
readers. Tom Sayers was now at the very top of the tree. Tho belt 
was girded round his loins, and he was looked meee with admiration, 
not, however, unaccompanied by envy, by all his brother pugs, 
Sayers defended the belt for nearly the full time, but had to give it up to the 
stakeholder after fighting the famous draw with Heenan, and Hurst, the 
Staleybridgée Giaut and Tom Paddock fought for the trophy on Nov. 5, 1860, 
and, after Sayre sy rounds in OF min, Sim was declared the winner. How 
Maco won the belt. has been already described under his namo, and a full 
accornt af hia deprivation of the belt by Tom King, the next champion, will 
be found sarther on. The belt was then for some time in abeyance, but on 
Jan. 4, 1865, Wormald and Marsden mov t» fight for it; Wormald winning in 
18 rounds, and 37 min. Qn Sept. 16 last, Wormald forfeited £120 to Mace and 
the Belt was once moro without an owner, and this brings us down to the pre 
sent fight.

FIGHT FOR £1,000 ON SEPTEMBER 1, 1863, BETWEEN JEM MACE 

AND JOE Goss, 


Round 1—A little diffieulty occurred at the commencement, owing to an at. 
tempt on the part of Goss’s seconds to place their man in the corner on the 
game side of tha ring as Jem Mace, instead of in the opposite coruer of the 
diagonal. The attempt, however, was overruled, and only brought ridicule on 
the heads of the seconds who attempted it, and who ought, from their great ex- 
perience, to have known better. As soon as the men hadjtoed the scratch, Joe Goss 
drew out of reach and retreated towards the ropes. Jem made a corresponding 
change in position, but Joe again and again shifted, in what we should call an 
awkward manner, to keep from danger. His intention to fight crafty became 
more than ever apparent, and did not seem quite to suit the expectations of his 
friends. Without minutely particularising all the various changes of the men, 
how both in turn now and then as they sparred and manwuvred round the ring 

ut out afeeler, but, finding there was no chance of gettin there,” did not 

et it go, we come at once to the actual business of the round. The men came 
to a stand near the ropes, Joe having his back to them, when Jem tried to ad- 
roinister a fine left-hander, but was stopped, Goss having the ho guard well 
brought up. As Mace shifted, and just drew out to take wider range, Joe 
dashed at fim andgot home a left-hander on the body, Jem, in return, with the 
game marley, putting in @ fine doge of ivory polish, As Goes rather hastily

drew from his man and took new position Mace followed in acalm, self-reliant 
manner, After more manoeuvring, the men again got well together, when Jom 
delivered a fine shot on the left peeper just above the brow, and as there was on 
the instant a slight display of the carmine, First Blood was claimed for Mace. 
Joe, in getting from his man, as Mace came ou, slipped, and went to grass. 

2, Thesame tactics were displayed as, before, and it would be was‘e of timo 
and space to particularise the various turns and shifts of the men, further 
than to say that in the variations made they againand again got in all parts of 
the ring without anything in the shapo of execution being done, for Goss 
seemed most desirous to ae his man at long range. At length they got 
well together, and exchanged heavily, Mace administering the mixture on 
the front of the dial with the left, aud following up a with the right, 
Goss getting well on the top part of the coc:a-rut with the left, and likewise 
making effective use of the right onthe body. Haviug after these mutual 
exchanges, opened, they paused, their busy seconds taking advantage of the 
break to treat them with a dash from the sponge, a practice, as we have Often 
remarked, much to be reprehended. Having once more gathered themselves 

up they recommenced operations, and in some fine counter-hitting both got 
home effectively, Mace puttingin a rattling left-hander straight from the 
shoulder on the right cheek, Goss in return planting the same mawiey on the 
top of the breast near the throat. As Joe drew from his man Mace followed 
and tried to let go left, when Goss, in stepping back, sr and went down, 

8. The men appeared now to have thoroughly warmed to action, and had 
no sooner-advanced from their corners than .they at once went to work. 
Mace, taking the initiative, got well todistance, and with the left put ina 
fine telling shot on the mazzard. Goss was by no means idle, but as he dil 
not in the returns deliver quite with the same precision as his adversary, he 
only got on the side of the nob, hitting with the right over the left shoulder. 
As Mace made a judicious change in position, and took more open ground, 
Joe came on to force the fighting, and in some heavy exchanges he delivereA 
a heavy spank on Mace’s right daylight, which caused him to blink in a most 
unquestionable style, The partisans of Goss ehouted in a truly deafening 
manner ‘‘The young-un wins,” and the excitement at this moment round tho 
ring was of a most intense description, the friends of Joo all at once being 
particularly eager to back their man. The lads having steadied themselves for 
an ins‘ant again. went to work, when, after some telling exchanges, Mace 
administered a stinging left-hander on the nob, and sent Goss to grass in 
double quick time. It was now the Easteenders’ turn .t) cheer their map, 
and they did so heartily. Thus it wiil be noted that even so early in the con- 
test Jem had gained the two leading events, winning all bets made on blood 
and the knock duwn. 

4, When'the men met at the scratch it was evident Mace had beon heavily 
hit in the preceding round, for his right peeper was puffed up in a most cons 
spicuous manner. The seconds of Jve, thinking their man had now a fino 
opportunity to obtain a lead, had when in the corner urged him to lose no 
time in sparring, but to go at once to his man and force the fighting. Goss, 
desirous to make the most of this sound counsel, had no sooner got well to 
his:man than he dashed out left and right, but was admirably stopped. As 


‘Joé with his customary rapid action shifted, Mace closed, and with tho left 


put another fine spank on the potuto depot, and then, after a few exchanges, 


‘at Half-measure, they struggled for the fall, and both were down, Goss 


under. 

5, The men came simultaneously from their corners, and from the appearance 
of their physiognomies it was apparent the hitting had been of a heavy 
description. After getting well to distance Goss lei, butdid no execution, ad 
the intended compliment did not quite reach its destination. The men now 
drew out, Joo standing at remarkably wide range, and as Mace made a corres 
sponding change they got here and there in all parts of the ring. On at length 
pausing Joe dashed out the left; but not with well-timed action, and he was 
therefo.e not effective. As again Goss with rapid gyrations got in all parts 
of the rinz, Mace, with well-poised action and massive steady consolidation of 
power, followed, and seemed bent on mischief. Having got well together, they 
exchanged heavily, Mace with the lett on the right cheek, Goss with the right 
getting on the left side of the neck. Again they drow out, paused, and then in 
the variation made the circuit of the ring, Goss repeatedly, from the close manne® 
he got to the ropes, shifting his leading second from the corner. At length the 
men once more got together, when in the counter-hilting Jem, in his fine rapid 
style of delivery, got on his man’s dial with both mawleys effectively, Goss 
was far from being idle, but at close range made use of the left and right on the 
head, and then, as he was trying to shift from an awkward position against the 
ropes, slipped and went down on his knees. Jem was about to deliver, but 
finding the position of his man he drew the right back with a slight flourish, 
and looked at his man in a knowing, caitious manner. 

6. Goss led off with the left, but not to distance, and then got from his man; 
but it would be tiring in the extreme to dwell with tedious circumlocution 
on those variations that were nothing more than the mere flourishing preludo 
to the more effective business. Mace having planted well in on his man 
delivered a heavy left-hander on the nob, and napped one from Joe, who 
countered with much quickness and better precision. Again they changed and 
took new ground, when Goss dashed at his adversary to furce the fighting, aud 
in the exchanges both did telling execution, Mace, with his left, gettin home 
astinger on the right cheek, Goss, witlt the same mawley, administering on 
the top of the canister ; and then, as he was getting away from Jem, he went 
down on his knees. 

7. Goss, who seemed to have made up his mind for business, dashed at his 
man, and got home on the knowledge box, making effective use of the left and 
right. Mace, nothing loth, met his man on the milling suit, as it was just what 
ho wanted, got well in, and in his fine system of two-handed fighting at balf- 
armed delivered heavily on the surface with the regulators. The men having 

ot well pene in struggled for the fall, and went down heavily near the ropes, 
ace under. 

8. Goss lunged out the left, but was not to distance, and then he got 
back and made the customary changes and variations before expatiated 
upon, Having once more got together, Mace dashed out his left, and in 
doing so dropped his head forward, the only time we ever remember seeing 
him make such a mistake. Goss, however, took no advantago of the chance. 
The men closed at the ropes, when, after a dose of spirited fibbing in which 
they wale rapid use of both mawleyrat the head and body, they pulled out 
irom the ropes, xud wout down, ; . 

9. Goss led, but was artistically stopped, when Jon drow back, and both 
hung well from range and aippped their hands. On agate coc: together 
Joe dashed the left at the mark, and then again got.all over tho ru.,, 1k ; 
a pause at the ropes just in front of the referee, when Mace dalivered a iiuo 
left-hander on the head, and in getting from his man slipped and went down. 

10. Mace made an alteration in tactics, and opened the ball, but was not 
home, failing in administering a fine left-hander. More mancuvring, Gosa 
with rapid action going from side to side of the ring with a swing like tho 
pendulum ofa clock. .Once more the men got well together, when Mace 


} planted the left on the front of the nob, and got well away without a return. 


A further’ display of mere circus work, when at length Jem, who had been 
foll his man up with steady action, got well to range, and delivered 
a fine left-hander on the front of tho dial. The men made several fresh 
variations in position, and then gradually lessened the perspective, and got 
well within range, when Mace, finding he had got the desired opportunity, 
went rattlingat hisman. Joo readily joined issue, and they fought in a rapid 
spirited manner left and right at the head, laying on the veneer in the most 
approved business-like fashion until they closed and went down. - 


11, This was a long béut, but apart from that which was mere flourish, tho 
pith of it amounts to this—Mace, after following his man up in all quarters, 

the vain hope of bringing him to work, at last got him in the corner close 
on the ropes, and then delivered full on the mazzard left and right, produ: 
ing a farther supply of the ruby from the old cut on the left peeper. Goss, in 
the eneliaa ges ought his man in the most spirited manner. In the close 
they struggled, aud in tho fall Jem was under. Loud cheers from the Goss- 
ites, 4nd tremendous counter cheers from the opponents. 

12. Little time was cut to waste in sending the men to the scratch,and ag 
thoy advanced it was evidently expected that Goss was about to show somo 
of that desperate resolution that had been talked of. Instead of this, how- 
ever, he dodged away, aud even turned and ran, Mace sometimes stood and 
looked on with his arms fo'ded, and then followed his man, at first to no pur- 
pose. At length he brought him to a stand, and with great quickuess popped 
a hot one with the left on the side of the nob. Goss immediately retreated, 
and once more resort’d to the running about system, displaying neithec 
talent nor elegance in his gyrations. ace requested him to stand stitl, but 
in vain: he ran round the ring, nearly upsetting one of Jem’s seconds, Jem 
quiotly watching him the while. Finally Jem collared him near the ropes—a 
rapid exchange took place, Jem getting well on the mouth. They then closed 
and fell, Mace uppermost. 

13. Goss, still on the running suit, stumbled against the stake. Jem at 

once went in to take advantage of the opening, but Joe, finding him- 
sesf in ie awkward fix, got down, A claim of foul was made, but dise 
allowe ; 
14. After the customary sparring, Goss lunged out left and right, and not- 
withstanding he hit round with the loft, waa far from ineffective. Mace, as 
Joe shifted position, made a corresponding change to come well in on his man, 
and, after stopping a well-delivered left-hander on the nob, Goss, in drawing 
from his man, slipped and went down. 

15, Mace with fine precision delivered a rattling left-hander, hitting well 
over his man’s right guard. The men in shifting got to the ropes, when Goss 
dashed ont left and right, and delivered well on the nob, though there can be 
no doubt that, had hig blows been better timed, they would have been much 
more effective. As Joe shifted Jom followed, with the same steady action before 
noticed, and sent in a stinger fal) in the centre of the dial, and Goss, in getting 
from 4 repetition of the dose, went down. 

16. As the men again and again made the circuit of the ring, they got to the 
ropes, when Mace, who had been gradually weaving well ia on his man, opened 
in a really telling manner. ‘This round, for the fino bit of rapid two-handed 
fightiog that it displayed, was on the whole the beet and most effective in the 
battle. Again and again with rapidity did Mace, now with the left, then again 
with the right, get all over his man’s nob, each blow being delivered with s'ing- 
ing force. We will do Joe the credit to say that he unquestionably fought 
this round in the most unflinching manner, but the merit of his opponent as a 
superior tactitian became now fully demonstrated. The men in the struggle 
closed, and went down in the fall. 

17. Goss came up bleeding from the old spot and from the mouth. Both wera 
flushed, and bore uomistakable proof of the execution tha’ had been done, Afver 
the usual shifts aud turns, Goss at length went lupgipg at bis man ina truly 
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hitting out wildly Jeft and right, and then, as he lost his balance. 
Mace looking at him with composure. 
At length, however, Goss 
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cold being rather trying on first doffing the flannels. Mace landed 
with the left on the body and was countered on the mouth, a little 
one, and things began to look promising. Much sparring and wear- 
ing, Mace feiuted, and just as he seemed about to lead off dropped his 
arm again, and commenced rubbing his ribs and shoulders. They 
began again, and Ciogs, after a few attempts, landed a slight hit on 
the chest, Mace’s return just grazing Joo’s cheek. More sparring, 
Mace trying to fetch Goss out of his (Goss’s) corner, and every 
now and then Joe would dodge out, and after some beautiful 
manoavres rush back to the friendly shelter once more. 
Although great science was displayed things were beginning to assume 
a very tedious aspect, and the bsholders wore quite urgeot in their 
solicitations tothem to go in and fight, even ifonly for one short bout. 
These repeated ‘ jollyings” seemed to rouse Mace, and after fiddling 
for come few seconds, he landedon the chin, Joe attempted to cross him 
with the right but missed. Mutual counters, Mace on the eye and 
Goss on the bridge of the nose. Joe's eye now began to look a little 
flushed, and as if satisfied with their exertions they recommenced their 
rubbing evolutions, walking round the ring and looking at one 
avother. Mace then landed another small investment on the eye, and 
was countered on the proboscis More sparring, and Mace landed on 
the chest, Goss countering him well on the cheek, and obtaining first 
blood (claimed and allowed). After another walk round they com- 
menced anew, Mace getting on the mouth, without a return, and 
immediately afterwards they both countered, Jem on the mark 
and Goss on the top of the head. After this bout Goss 
went to his corner and partook of some slight refresh- 
ment, aud the champion stood looking on and rubbiog himself down. 
Fifty minutes had now elapsed and the bystanders became most 
vociferous in their complaints, chaff, interspersed with groans and 
hisses flying across the ring, both at the men and their seconds, sn“g 
the eccentric Jerry was quite at home answering one and another in 
their own coin. The combatants now began again, and Goss made 
a complete circuit of the ring and then made the best of his way to 
his own corner. However, Mace seemed determined not to let him 
get back this time and made an attempt with the left at the head, bat 
was stopped, and mutual counters then took place, but no harm was 
done as they did not seem to hit with any force. Even money on 
Gos now offered, but the backers of Mace fought shy, aud seemed to 
wish themselves well out of the bets which they had on already. 
The rubbing performance was again brought into operation, and then 
sparring, but it was quite plain to the least initiated that fighting was 
not meint on either side, and that they were only cutting time to 
waste by remaining in the ring. More rubbing aad feinting, and 
Goss again made a journey round the ring, and eventually made his 
way b:ck to his corner to have a little more refreshment. After stand- 
ing and looking at each other for some little while, and as the 
bystanders were threatening to pullup the stakes if they did not 
speedily end the performance, they, without any direction from the 
referee, shook hands, and thus ended a fight for the championship in 
which but one round (lasting 1 hour 14 minutes) was fought. 
Neither man was in the least bit marked, und nobody would have 
guessed they had been fighting,

GALLANT (BUT INTERRUPTED) FIGHT BETWEEN JEM 


GJLLAGHER AND ABE HICKEN, AT 8sr 1083, FOR ONE 
HUNDRED SOVEREIGNS, Roti aes, 


These men are extremely well-known to the admirers of pugilism, 
and are looked upon as representatives of their respective districts. 
Hicken is a native of Wolverhampton, stands 5{t 7} in. in height, and 
is about 25 yoars of age. His principal battles have been with Napper, 
(by whom he was defeated, after along and arduous struggle), and 
Furzo (a draw), besides many others in the country. He is a very 
quiet, unassuming young fellow, and is a general favourite. Hicken 
was backed from Bos ‘Tyler's, and sportei for his banner a light fancy 
silk with @ pretty mauve border. Bos T'y'er and his brother brought 
him to the scratch, and he fought in a very thin pair of dcawers, 
which kept slippiog down during the fight and much impeded his 
movements. ; 

Jem Gollagher is a native of Somer's Town, and has long been 
looked upon as the best man out of his weight, but a few months ago 
he met with an accident to his left eyo, of which he has partiolly lost 
the sight. His public performances are a battle with Professor Jones, 
in which he was victorious, and a defeat of Young Dutch Sam. He 
also fought a draw with Jack Hick’s for £200, in the same ring as Mace 
and King fought the second time. Since then until the time of meet- 
ing with his accident, he has in vain triod to get on a match at any- 
thing about 8st 8lb. He was backed from Billy Shaw’s, and Jack 
Baldockjand Jack Hick's did the needful for him. if em’s standard. was 
4 dark blue with a white crossbar, At about 9a.m., Hicken threw in his 
cap al | Wao My ialy oreered, bnt soma time elapse before the Somer’s- 
town pet putin an appearauey. be yivas wy cammencing the battle 
Hicken offered to back himself level, and at first met with no responoe, 
but a little while after Gollagher crosse { over and laid him a fiver. 
Hicken won the toss and chose the corner previously occupied by Joe 
Goss, and Gollagher took the one used by the Champion. All matters 
being adjusted the combatants were left to themselves, and until the 
interruption took place, one of the finest fights ever witnessed was

Round 18 and last.—Both were very slow to time. h 
came striding forth, apparently cager for business, andon the instant was fol- 
lowed by Mace. Again and again did Goss cross from corner to corner with 
rapid action; again and again, with the most consummate self-possession and 
patience, did Mace counter move with him,so as at all times to be well in the front. 
‘After far too much of this manceuvring Goss got in the corner opposite his own 
with his back nearly against the stake. Mace, in following him up, had weaved 
in on his man in beautiful style, and then finding his opportunity, Joe being for 
the moment quite open, he delivered the right with tremendous force on the 
jaw. In an instant, such was the effect of this slashing hi’, Goss’s nob dropped 
forward, and he fell prostrate on the ground, striking his forehead. In an 
instant he was covered by his seconds and taken to his corner, but all the skill- 
they could bring to bear wasunavailing. On time being called Mace came from 
his corner, but Joe remained insensible, and so continued for several minutes.

es REMARKS. : 

We shall be brief in our observations on this battle and will prelude what we 
have to say by stating that the fight was by the very reverse o a good one, and 
with one or twolively exceptions the rounds were as tediou? and uninteresting 
ag can well be conceived. To account for this is «asy. Goss from the very 
first was over-matched, and to our thinking from the style in which ke fought 
h+ felt this himself from tbe moment he entered the ring. There was no 
attempt to cut down the science of Mace by an overwhelmiag display of 
courage and resolution, and considering the great physical superiority of Jem 
it would have been madness to attempt it Yet it must blave been upon 
Joe's capabilities inthis respect that his country friends relied for his chance 
of pulling off a victory. They never could have imagined for an instant 
that he possessed anything like the science of his adversary in one single 
respect, or if they did they must have been egregiously disappointed. His 
attempts to fight shifty were ludicrous in the ex:remo ; they had not the 
slightest effect in disturbing the equanimity of Mace, cand could only have 
operated in tiriog out Joe’s own understandings. His friends say that he was 
by no means so fit ashe would have had them believe, and they have requested 
us to state that throughout the battle he fcught to orders, and they consider 
hat the finishing touch in the last round was accidental, and that had it not 
been for that, his chance was quite equal to that of Mace.

present and reminiscences of former championship _ battles 
formed the staple subject of conversation. It was to be | dis- 
cerned immediately upon entering, from the expressed convictions, 
who was the representative man ofthe particular house in which we 
happened to be. For instanco, at Richardson’s there was no possibility 
of the gallant Jem being beaten, while at Nat Langham’s (the head- 
quarters of the other man) the greatest reliance was placed in Joe 
Goss’s great pluck, endurance, and thorough bottom. A great pecu- 
liarity at. some places was that everybody wanted to bet, and yet, 
strange to say, nobody seomod to como to terms sufficient to load to the 
posting of the circulating medium.

Beyoud a few rongh turn ups 
he has nothing to bis credit. Wall was backed from Mr. C, Wild’s, Castle 
Tavern, Upper Trinity-street, whilst Davis found a host of supporters at Mr. 
Beanmont’s, Queen, Barr-street. The meet was at Hobb Lane, a favourite 
resort of the Brums, but on arriving there at about seven in the morning they 
found anirruption of police had made the place to indulge in their recreation. 
A move was thus necessitated, and the well known!Beesom House, near Sutton 
Coldfield, was appointed for the meet. Here the coast being clear they stood 
up in battle array.

Grundy made 15, Oarpenter’s appearance, bat in 
hand, was received with applause, He with Iddison, brought the score 
to 61, when Jackson caught the renowved Robert from his own bowl-. 
ing. His 1/, we need not say, was gotby good cricket. Freeman Was 
the next United player to try his hand, and commenced by haying a 
narrow escape of being run out, Having made five he sent the ball 
back to the bow!er (Shaw), who secured it. The Durham hero, Darn- 
ton, was next in; but Wootton, not feeling disposed to allow him to 
get a double figure, bowled him when he had placed 8 to his account, 
Atkinson taking the vacant wicket was ag usual busy, Iddison playing 
very steadily. Atkinson diesolved partnership with Iddison after 
scoring 20. Biddulph, the United and Nottingham wicket-keeper, was 
next seen walking to the wicket. This time he was bowled by one 
of Tinley’s slowsfor 13. A. Shaw was the next player in, and Iddison 
the ninth player out, but not before he had made the head core of the 
innings, 40. His was a fine display of defence andhitting. He was 
much applauded. Tinley served him the same as he did Biddulph. 
The last man in was the “ Colt” Howitt, who was caught and bowled 
by Wootton. for7. The total of the innings was 148, leaving the All 
England 223 runs to getto win, to accomplish which they commenced 
with Rowbotham and W. Oscroft, to the bowling of Howitt and Atkin- 
son; the fo:mer batsman was bowled by Howitt when ho had put 
together 9, Tarrant mads but 2, and made way for T. Hayward, who, 
with Oscroft (the latter was playing in fine style) brought the score 
to within one of acontury, when Hay ward’s fellow countryman did 
him a kindno:s by catching him in fine style with ong hand at point.

REVIEW. 

Cricket: Its Theory and Practice. By Captain Crawley, Author of ‘‘ The 
Billiard Book,” &:. With illustrations and diagrams, W.-and R. 
Chambers, London and Edinburgh. 

The publication before us is one of Messrs. Chambers’s series of 
useful handbooks, many of which are in course of publication. 

There are go many books on Cricket that we look almost naturally 
to the preface of Captain Crawley for some explanation of the reason 
for another, 

\ Captain Crawley says that ho has been induced to write his book 


because “no cheap and at the same time thoroughly practical Hand- 


book of Cricket has lately appeared.” Moreover, he says, he hag 
endeavoured to avoid,on the one hand, “the slang of the Cricket 
field,” and to divest, on the other, his remarks ‘‘ of that air of pseudo- 
science, which has lately crept into works of this character.” 

John Wisden and the Lillywhites have each published excellent 
handbooks of the game—still wedo not mean to say there is not room 
for Captain Crawley, inasmuch as his book is evidently intended more 
for thety othan the full-grown cricketer. He has kept his word as 
regards siang, an example we should desire to.see followed. There 
ay spot however, be it said, wherein less slang occurs than 
cricket. 

As a handbook of the game, containing 
rules, the Jaws of single and double wicket, 
tical instruction concerning the placing of th 
of a cricketer, Oaptain Crawley’s took is pecu 
aspirants. 

he illustrations are superior to any of the kind we have seen: 
especially we would call attention to the ‘‘correct position at the 
wicket,” the “ cut,” and the “leg hit.” The judicious contrast between 
the good and bad positions at the wicket cannot fail to convince any- 
one, whether cricketer or ‘any other man,” who knows anything about 
the free use of the limbs, Special stress is laid upon the duties of the 
bowler, a qualification more essential than that of batting, and due 
instructions are given as to the duties that devolve upon responsible 
position in the field. 

Captain Crawley, as a practical cricketer, is fully alive to tho fact 
that nearly all matches are won or lost in the field, and he bas not 
failed to impress this upon his readers.

Crawley does, at the top of the tree. We have thought too that 
Grundy’s bowling has not been remarkable for its fastness; and have 
been acoustomed to regard Jackson, Tarrant, Wootton, Willsher, and 
young James Lillywhite as the great fast bowlers of the day. 

The lists of professionals and gentlemen are sadly incomplete. 

T. Hearne is noticed, but his brother George is omitted, 

James Lilly white, jupior, is named, while Jobn and the elder “ Jem” 
are left out; and—proh pudor—Thomas Hayward, whose name is like 
a household word among cricketers, appears as “ T. Haywood.” 

Men who have engagements in the country, such as Brampton, Diver, 
James Lillywhite, Reynolds, &c., are not mentioned at all. 

Before leaving the professionals we would observe that Robert Car- 
eo who, panne. other qualifications, has “fine driving power,” 

ag always drawn forth our admiration by his masterly back play. 
The manner in which he ‘drops down” on a shooter is one of the 
niost finished specimens of cricket to be seen, and yet, strange to say, 
he is dismissed by the Captain without notice of his marvellous 
arity, at point, in which post he cannot be surpassed by any living 
cricketer. 

While on this subject it may be as well to mention that undue stress 
has been laid upon playing forward. 

We could mention more than one instance where the practice has 
been carried to an excess that has proved the loss of many a match. 
The propriety of forward play is a matter of opinion, but it is certain 
that Robert Carpenter has excelled ina different kind of play. 

We now c.ome to the gentlemen, and we give the foremost 
place assigned to Mr. EK. M. Grace, who is decribed as ‘‘ the best gen- 
tleman cricketer in the world; perfect in all respects.” Mr. Grace has 
no doubt performed prodigies, and con‘innes to cccupy a most dis- 
lisgu’slied positiva, but ofhis +bsolute prrfectibility we have doubts. 
Itis certain that Mr. Grace has depended very much upon his eye for 
success, and equally so that he dogs not play with a straight bat—a 
defect that should be pointed out to the beginner. 

Strange to say in the gentleman’s columus the name of Mr. Charles 
Buller, the late Captain of Harrow, finds no place. He is unques- 
tionably one of the finest batsmcn of the day,»nd should have had con- 
spicuous mention with Lyttelton, Grace, Burbridge, Mitchell, and 
others. 

By the way, why will Captain Orawley and others mis-spell names ? 
Mr. Lyttelton is made ‘‘ Lyttleton,” and Mr, Trail, “ Trail.” 

Gricketers generally aro particular about these seeming trifles, and 
as they have been at the trouble of spelling their own pames, it may be 
fairly supposed that they know more about that piece of orthography 
than their commentators. 

Theso shortcomings, however, have nothing to do with the game of 
cricket, and will be cavilled at only by the critic. In a general review 
of a work, errors must nevertheless be pointed out. hose we have 
mentioned are trifling jn a book which has for its aim the instruction 
of the young; and as a general guide for the acquirement of a know-

TOM HOARE AND MR. WOODGATE FOR £400. 


We have the authority of a contemporary for the fact that the above profes- 
sional and amateur rowed for the large stake of £200 a side, although it has 
been disputed whether th:y rowed for any money at ail. It is not likely that 
an {ndividual, whethor professional or amateur, would go through a severe 
course o! prelimtuary training for nothing, therefore we accept it as true that 
a large sum of money changed hunds on the result. No doubt this match will 
cause the old dispute as to what constitutes an amateur to revive in fu'l force, 
and if we are to go by the rules heretofore laid down by amateur societice, any 
one contending fur a mney stake ia disqualitied from a)l privileges of amateur- 
jsm. The statement put forth that the money down was that of other peuple is a 
very bad line of argument, as it is well known that professionals, except in one 
or two instances, are proverbially the last to back themselves. 

Two or three years ago some gentlemen entered in a public walking han- 
dicap for amoney prize, and the best authorities on the snbject declared that 
they were not cutitled for the future to be called amateurs. It is from no 
spirit of opposit on to matches between pros. and amateurs that we make 
thse few remarks, as we are decidedly in tavour of them, thinking that the 
barriers of conventionality are kept up too strictly at present, and a race like 
that on Saturday between a first-rate specimen of both middle and upper 
classes (oes much to keep upa good and correct feeling between both grades. 
Our reason for making these observations is simply that, having received 
several communications on the subject, asking our opinion, we cannot find a 
better opportunity than the present, whilst giving au account of tue 
race, which w s fiom Hamu ersmith-bridge to Baines-bre.dge. ‘The wen were 
tu start at 5°45 p.m., but as great delay took place in getting the men to their 
stations, and the steamboat being very late, at least twenty minutes was lost 
in settling preliminaries. ‘The gentleman was shown up by the champion, 
in @ Kingston eight, and won the toss for stations; bat as they started in 
mid-stream, the advantage gained by choosing the Surrey side was very slight. 
Some time elapsed before they started, as Hoare seemed bent on getting a 
bit best of the stait; but Mr. Woodgate wasnot to be caught napping. After 
one or two false starts they got away, both men dipping at the same moment. 
For about 100 yards they were scull and scull, but the gentleman began here 
to draw away, rowing with great power, and evidently bent on making it bot 
for his opponent. After they had gone a furlong the non-professional was 
leadiyg by half a length, and a little farther on had drawn bimself 
clear. Hosre, who bad now bezan to settle down, was fast overh uling 
his adversary, and many remarked that he was rowing in better 
form than in his race wih Sadler, but we think not, only that the present 
opponent was oot rowing nearly 80 fast as the late one, thus giving Tom a more 
favourable appearance. He now began to ret § quite close, and the amateur 
did not seem to be atle to keep his boat straight—it being afterwards stated 
that he had strained the muscles of his left arm—and was steering much too 
near the Middlesex shore. By the time he had got straight again they were 
nearly level, and as the amateuc had, off Chiswick Church, to steer out to 
avoid some barges, Hoare took advantage of the opportunity, and putting ona 
tremendous spurtled by halfalength. He gradually improved his advan‘ age, 
aud in the next hundred yards was leading by his own length. Krom this time
